notwithftanding bis promife, and mary preterces, dels 
making their Return till one of the partict, coneecling the

difcharge of themfelves ; where be continued almoft 4 year,

tleman.mas often made jor fome, and for the Notes and 
Obligation, which would have been of great ufe; and the 
lofS of fo much Time, aad in Necefiity, befides the hazard 
of kis Life, a SicknefS being there fome Months fo violexr,

There is nothing more uncertain than acon 
fefion forced by fuch means, for when men are {o tor- 
mented, ti, very probable, that tho it happened fome- 
times upon fuch as had fome vencration for truth, they 
would not have at fuch atime fo much prefence of mint 
as to be abi¢ to endure a continuance of their tortures 
rather then {peck almoft any thing thatis put to them. 
And fuppofing it always fell upon fuch perfens as were 
harged crime, may we not reafonably 
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really guilty ofa 
believe, they would not (Cruple fome little addition to !t, 
in acculing any one to free themf{elves from their pretent 
infupportable pains, and we have had an account of ma- 
ny perfons that have confefled their dwn guilt and ac- 
cufed others whilft upon the wrack, and have denyed all 
when taken of, yet upon a {cond torture have confirm’d 
what they before confefled, tho no fooner were they 
again free from being tormented,but they as refolutely 
affirmed it to be falfe ; thus we ice there can be no cer- 
tain dependance on what is forced from perfons by this 
way ; and therctore tis neither political nor reafonable, 
but were it both thefe, we very much doubt the Law- 
fulnefS of it, Chriftianiry and the Laws of Nature feem 
to forbid it. And many inftances might be brought of 
innocent perfons that by this means have Loft their 


lives.
